To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sevenoaks  Rural  District  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  1969® 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  District,  given  by 
the  Registrar-General,  was  43,230,  the  increase  of  1,870  over  the 
mid-1968  figure  being  due  mainly  to  the  extension  of  the  boundary  in 
April,  1969  to  include  the  Parish  of  Knockholt® 

The  total  number  of  registered  live  births  was  6l8  (  316  males 
and  302  females),  this  figure  being  the  same  as  last  year’s  total.  The 
crude  birth  rate  was  13®8  per  1,000  population,  the  corrected  birth  rate 
being  14.8,  compared  with  16.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  totalled  421  (  213  males 
and  208  females).  The  crude  death  rate  per  1,000  population  was  9®4 
The  corrected  death  rate  for  the  District  was  9®0  compared  with  11.9  for 
England  and  Wales. 

Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  7i  giving  an 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  11.0.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  l8.0 
The  Neo-Natal  death  rate  (the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  four  weeks) 
was  8.0. 


There  were  20  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  (  15 
males  and  5  females) ,  the  same  total  as  in  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  recorded  in  the 
District  was  112,  compared  with  637  in  1968. 


On  page  17  of  this  Report,  figures  are  given  showing  the  number 
of  persons  immunised  and  vaccinated  during  the  year  under  review.  This 
information  is  supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  to  whom  I  offer 
my  thanks. 


I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  my  colleagues  and  all  those  who 
assisted  in  the  preparation  of  the  report,  and  to  Mr.  Bettle,  not  only  for 
the  details  of  district  sanitation  in  the  latter  part  of  the  report ,  but 
for  the  unstinted  and  efficient  manner  he  and  his  staff  have  carried  out 
the  manifold  duties  of  the  Health  Department.

Domestic  help  service  may  be  provided  in  households  where  it  is  needed 
owing  to  the  presence  of  a  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother, 
mentally  subnormal,  aged  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age,  but  only 
where  there  is  no  able-bodied  person  in  the  household  capable  of  carrying

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Night  and  Evening  Service 


Evening  service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are  bedridden  or 
housebound  and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare  for  the  night  and 
includes  the  provision  of  a  light  meal  or  hot  drink  and  attention  to  fires . 
Night  service  is  provided,  for  no  longer  than  three  weeks  unless  there  are 
exceptional  circumstances ,  for  the  care  of  seriously  ill  people  who  are 
living  in  their  own  homes  and  who  need  attention  during  the  night®  In  some 
cases  the  service  is  provided  for  one  to  three  nights  a  week  to  give  relief 
to  relatives. 

Family  Care  Service 

After  consultation  with  the  Children's  Department,  this  service  is 
provided  for  the  short-term  care  of  children  in  their  own  homes  during  the 
absence  of  the  mother  by  reason  of  admission  to  hospital  for  illness  or 
confinement  or  in  other  special  circumstances.  Help  is  given  only  to 
families  where  care  of  at  least  two  children  is  involved  and  the  period  of 
service  is  limited  to  three  months. 

Family  Welfare  Service 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parent's  consent,  in  households 
where  the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family  are  much 
below  those  generally  accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  live.  The 
three  main  objectives  of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of  living 
of  the  families,  to  improve  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  to  keep  the 
families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up.  Intensive  training  for  a 
period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a  follow-on  service 
for  nine  months.  In  families  where  there  is  medical  evidence  of  mental 
subnormality  the  continuance  of  the  service  after  the  initial  period  of 
three  months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a  week  until 
the  youngest  child  reaches  compulsory  school  age#

A  supply  to  a  sizeable  private  estate  in  the  district  can  be  fed  by  either 
main  or  spring  water.  The  reservoir  when  fed  from  either  source  was  found  to 
be  polluted  and,  after  replacement  of  defective  pipes  and  valves,  and  super- 
chlorination  of  the  whole  system  on  the  estate,  satisfactory  samples  were  obtained* 

In  one  case  a  chlorination  plant  was  found  to  have  run  out  of  reagent  and 
replenishment  of  the  chemical  furnished  good  samples,  and  in  others  the  supplies 
were  rectified  by  natural  means  after  the  September,  1968  flood* 

Of  the  properties  in  the  district  191  have  a  piped  supply  other. than  main, 

28  are  supplied  from  wells,  and  the  remainder  are  connected  to  the  main  supply* 

Ten  properties  previously  utilising  stored  rainwater  were  connected  to  the 
new  main  extended  to  the  Highfields  and  Otford  Hills  area  in  1968*  Negotiation 
still  continues  regarding  the  connection  of  Dunsdale  Estate,  Westerham  to  the 
main  and  it  is  hoped  this  work  will  be  completed  in  1970* 
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The  following  mains  extensions  were  carried  out  during  the  year:- 

The  Sevenoaks  and  Tonbridge  Water  Company 

During  the  year  10  yards  of  3  inch  mains  extensions  were  carried  out 
within  the  Company’s  Statutory  Area* 

The  Mid  Kent  Water  Company 

No  important  main  extensions  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  East  Surry  Water  Company 

Routine  main  extensions  to  housing  estates  have  been  carried  out 
where  necessary* 

Work  on  the  reservoir  scheme  at  Bough  Beech  continued  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  water  will  be  available  for  supply  in  1970. 

The  Metropolitan  Water  Board 

No  important  mains  extensions  were  carried  out  during  the  year  in  that 
part  of  the  District  supplied  by  the  Board. 


2*  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Eight  houses  in  Chafford  Lane,  Fordcombe  were  connected  to  the  sewer 
and  the  cesspools  which  were  disused  were  abolished.  Four  new  cesspools 
were  constructed  under  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  six 
bucket  closets  were  abolished  when  the  systems  were  converted  to  water¬ 
borne  systems*
